8.0. 1889..—Whereas an accident occurred in the Dhori Colliery (District 
Hazaribagh in the State of Bihar) on the 28th May, 1965, causing loss of lives; 

And -whereas the Central Government is of opinion that a formal inquiry into 
the causes of and circumstances attending the accident ought to be held; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under sub-section (1) of 
section 24 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
appoints Justice S. K. Das, retired Judge of the Supreme Court to hold such 
inquiry and also appoints the following persons to act as assessors in holding the 
inquiry, namely:—
